The colour slides were especial- 
ly shot for Beth Hatefutsoth by 
Cornel Capa, only one of dozens of 
world-renowned American, 
English and Israeli artists, 
eraftsmen and technicians who 
helped to fill the museum's vast 
audio-visual treasury. They work- 
ed under the guidance of Karl 
Katz, first curator of the Israel 
Museum's Bezalel Art Section, 
and today chairman“for special 
projects at New York's 
Metropolitan Museum. 

According to Weinberg, Katz 
was the only professional on Beth 
Hatefutsoth's original planning 
team, though Danny Gelmond, 
former director of the Israel 
Museum, was also “extremely 
helpful."' And as the project 
developed, the design and execu- 
tion of the exhibits were directed 
by Charles Forberg of New York 
and James Gardner of London. 
The bullding was designed by the 
Israeli architects Eliahu Gewire- 
man and Yitzhak Yashar. — 

After viewing ‘'the Jewish 
*face,"' we continue to the displays

The stories are rather pointless 
in themselves, but when he is 
finished with them, we realize 
that those strange people whom 
he conjured up on the stage repre- 
sent in one way or another himself 
and eventa from hia own life.

The notebook, however, keeps 
falling out of hia enfeebled hands, 
a metaphor for the life force geep- 
ing out of him.

THERE IS a road-that goes from 
the centre of Ramle to a new im- 
migrant housing estate, where 
housing unita march side by side 
along boulevards named after 
Chaim Weizmann, David Ben- 
Gurion, Levi Eshkol and the 
Histadrut.

Roberts grew up in the ‘classic 
slum" of Salford. Home was ἃ cor- 
aer grocery shop whose weekly 
takings from 460 families totalled 
38. mostly In pennies, halfpennies 
and farthings eked out from their 
weekly wages of 18 shillings, and 
the author needed no sociological 
analyses to comprehend the 
crippling life of grinding poverty 
that was the lot of most peopie in 
Edwardian England. 

He vividly shows us the fallacy 
at the root of the arguments ad- 
vanced by those who counselled 
thrift as the panacea of working: 
class 1118: the only savings they 
could know were in Sroceries 
bought on credit, and credit 
ratings were high indeed when all 
that a family had in the Pawnshop 
was next week's clothing,
